When Dr. Seaman A. Knapp came to Texas in 1903 to conduct the _ 
successful farm demonstration on tho Walter 0. Porter farm on roe 
Road near Terrell, ho fathered tho nationwide system of agricultu 
extension work which today has county agricultural agents and «omf 
demonstration agents throughout tho nation and has done much for th# 
development of our agriculture. In Texas today there are such agent! 
working in 252 of our 254 counties. That first demonstration of methods 
to combat tho boll weevil, which wa* threatening to wino out Texas 
cotton, was successful. (Tho merchants of Terrell had put up a $1,000 
bond to protect tho landowner in caso it failed.) Tho federal govern­ 
ment took over tho work In 1904 and started the expansion which ha* 
developed into one of tho most successful adult education programs in 
the world. A strong believer in the value of demonstration, Dr. Knapp 
always reminded his followers: “What a man hears ho may doubt, 
what ho sees he may possibly doubt; but what a man does himself bs 
cannot doubt."
